The legislation went into effect

This 
Revised 
Divorce 
act calls fur a 
‘cooling o ff” period in divorce ac­ 
tion- in an effort to save marriage s 
m d materially alters statutory pro­ 
cedures. including the form of su m ­ 
mons. 
omm en cein en t of Action 
The legislation provides for a 
co mmenccim ut of divorce action 
b.v “ filing a praecipe for su m mons 
with the clerk of the court and 
ply in g the regular filing fees.” 
Regarding the form of summons. 
the law declares the su m mons must 
say the plaintiff has comm enced 
uit for divorce and require the 
defen dant to file an “app e a ra n ce " 
not later than 20 days from the day 
the su m mons is served, and to file 
. n “an sw e r” within 20 days from 
the date the complaint is filed. 
T h e appearance, the act explains, 
mean s som ething on the o rd er of 
“ I hereby e n te r my app eara nce,” 
but it is not a waiver of su m mons 
such as the appearance forms c o m ­ 
monly used in Illinois outside of 
Cook county. 
The law says f u r ' her: 
No complaint shall be tiled until 
OO days from the date the su m m o n s 
is served. 
If served bv publication, 
then 60 day s from the last day of 
publication. 
If service is waived, 
then 60 days from the date of the 
d e fe n d a n t’s appearan ce in person 
or by counsel. 
( our! May Waive Period 
The complaint niu.-t be filed not 
later than 90 day- from the date 
he praecipe is tiled, nut later than 
70 days from the day the summon s 
is served: if service is by publica­ 
tion. not later than 70 days from 
the date of last publication; and 
if service is waived, not later than 
70 days f r o m date of inc defend- 
n t’s appearance. 
If not filed w ith ­ 
in these limits or extensions gi a n t­ 
ed by the court, the suit abates. 
lf a d e f e n d a n t ’s a p p e ara n c e is 
filed b e f o r e the compl aint is filed. 
as would be the usual case, the 
plaintiff must serve a copy of the 
complaint on the defendan t within 
two days after the complain t is 
filed. 
However, the co u rt may waive 
the 60 day probation as to filing 
the complaint, upon written motion 
-uppo rted by affidavit. 
T h ere is 
no provision authorizing such waiv­ 
e r by a ju d g e when the court is 
not in session.
